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Amendment to the Claims 

Please amend Claims 1-6, 8-11, 14-15 and 17-18. The following listing of claims 
will replace all prior versions of claims. 

Listing of claims 

1 . (Currently Amended) A putter or other golf club aim testing or training device 
comprising: 

a) a focused beam emitter projecting a focused beam of vis ible light or 
non-visible energ y a wh i te or li ght co l ored c i rou l or uppor ourfooo 
approx i mately the diameter of o go l f bo ll of Gphor i cal, curved, or flat ohapo 
prov i d i ng tho gonora l appearance of a go l f bal l whon viowod from abovo ; 

b) a holder for said focused beam emitter which conceals most or all of said 
emitter when viewed from above b y a user of said device, said holder 
having a white or light colored spherical or flat circular upper surface of 
a pproximately the diameter of a golf ball providing the general 
a ppearance of a golf ball when viewed by said user from abovea ft 
attached or i ntegral ro l ativoly f l at bottomed base bonoath oaid golf ba ll 
appearing surface, sa i d base having a flat roar surface or multiple 
protections for contact i ng tho flat face of a putter or othor golf c l ub at two 
or more l ocat i ons hor i zontal l y across oaid face ; 

c) a base attached to or integral with the bottom of said holder, said base 
having a flat bottom or multiple pro jections being in multi-point contact 
with the ground or floor below said device with said multi-point contacts 
being in a generally horizontal plane parallel with said focused beam, said 
base further having a rear surface or multiple projections rearward for 
making multiple contact s with the face of said putter or other club along a 
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horizontal plane across said face thus placing said focused beam in a 
normal plane to said fac e while allowing said beam to remain parallel to 
said floor or ground even while sa id user moves user's hands and the grip 
or u pper shaft of user's putter or other club towards or away from user's 
intended target in said normal plane, said base being of such size, shape- 
transparent materials, or color as to be non-visible or minimally visible 
when viewed from above by said user a focused boom light, rad i o 
frequency, or olootro mognot i o om i tt i ng 3ourco l ocated w i th i n oa i d baoo 
and under said c i rcu l ar upper surface, m i n i ma ll y v i sible from obovo, 
oriont o d such that oa i d focused beam is normal to oaid contacted or 
attached putter or c l ub face and approx i mate l y para ll el to the ground upon 
which such dovico is placed ; 

d) an energy source for said focused b eam emitter located within said holder 
or base or remotely located and wired to sai d emitter: and a dov i co to 
c l ubhoad contact i ng or flexible attachment m e ans wh i ch mainta i ns sa i d 
b e am i n a v o rtical p l an e norma l to sa i d clubfaco ; 

e) an activation means for said emitter whereby said user can activate said 
emitter once said user feels proper aim at a target has been achieved 
without disrupting said aim an energy source for sa i d focused beam 
l ocated w i thin sa i d dev i ce or on external oncrgy source romoto from and 
wirod to sa i d dov i co; and 

f) an act i vat i on moans whereby the dev i ce usor con act i vate sa i d focused 
beam before or after the putter or c l ub face is contacting sa i d dovico, and 
sa i d usor fools sa i d c l ubhoad is proper l y a i med at a target . 
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2. (Currently Amended) The device of Claim 1 where the said focused beam is_a 
visible light source is from a laser or an incandescent or halogen light bulb. 

3. (Currently Amended) The device of Claim 1 where the saM focused beam is an 
infrared non-visible onorgy light source of infrare d o r ultraviolet energy. 

4. (Currently Amended) The device of Claim 1 where the said, focused beam is a 
non-visible light source of radio frequency or electro-magnetic energy sourco . 

5. (Currently Amended) The device of Claim 1 where tho mount i ng baoo i o oot on 
the ground or a floor unattached to tho clubhood and i n flush contact with a 
o l ubfaco such that tho focused boam i s at a normal ang le to such c l ubfaco said. 
device is not physically attached to said u ser's putter or other clubface. but is in 
multi-point contact along a horizontal pla ne on said face, placing said beam 
normal to said face, when said emitter is activated . 

6. (Currently Amended) The device in oi Claim 1 w i th attachment moano whoro 
sa i d baoo i s rigidly attachab l e to a puttorhoad faco, or olubhcad faco, or 
o l ubhcad so l e w i th roopoct to horizontal piano rotation wh il o rema i ning flex i bly 
attached w i th r o op o ct to rotation i n tho vort i cal piano norma l to sa i d faco in such 
a manner that the focuood boam i o at a norma l ang l o to such o l ubfaco where. 
said device is flexibly attached to said user's putter or other club such that said 
focused beam remains in a plane normal to said face as said user moves said 
putter or other clubface clockwise or coun ter-clockwise in a horizontal plane 
while said flexibly attached device maintains said focused beam parallel to said 
floor or ground while said user moves user's hands and the grip or upper shaft of 
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user's putter or other club towards or awa y from said target in a plane normal to 
said putter or other clubface. 

7. (Original) The device of Claim 1 provided with interchangeable bases per Claim 
5 and Claim 6. 

8. (Currently Amended) The device of Claim 1 with said base and said holder 
having a mechanical means for adjusting the height or angle of the said focused 
beam relative to the said ground or floor while maintaining the said focused 
beam at right ongloo to tho normal to sa id putter or other clubface. 

9. (Currently Amended) The device of Claim 1 having said baac of C l aim 6 where 
said device is flexibly a ttached to said user's p utter or other club said faco with a 
hinge, or one or more attached flexible tape strips or straps, allowing the4eeus 
boom of tho dev i ce to ma i ntain constant he i ght or att i tude re l ative to tho f l oor or 
grnnnri i f thn i innr mnvnn the; n l uh shaft foro or aft vertical plane, but not 
horizontal plane flexibility between said d evice and said putter or other club. 

10. (Currently Amended) The device of Claim 1 where said activation means of said 
boom emitter is via a foot push button or switch connected to the said device via 
wires. 
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1 1 . (Currently Amended) The device of Claim 1 where said activation means of the 
\ boom said emitter is via a finger operated push button or switch detachably 

connected to the club said grip or upper club shaft m such pos i t i on as to not 
disturb the said userls normal grasp of the said club, said push button or switch 
connected to the said focused beam device emitter via wires. 



12. (Previously Presented) The device of Claim 1 and Claim 10 where said device 
with said mounting base and said floor activation button is weighted to prevent 
movement of either while the user is aiming said clubhead. 

13. (Previously Presented) The device of Claim 1 with said base where said base 
and any floor activation button has a soft flat elastomer bottom with or without 
multiple small projections or feet to firmly grasp both flat hard slippery floor 
surfaces and textured grass or carpeted surfaces without unintended movement 
during use. 

14. (Currently Amended) The device of Claim 1 where said activation means of said 
focus boom emitter is via a putter or other club contacting button or switch on the 
dovico or ito mount i ng said rear surface of said base, or any club attachment 
means,, activated by a forward, downward or upward movement of the 
putterhead relative to the said base or dovico by the user. 

15. (Currently Amended) The device of Claim 1 where said activation means of said 
emitter is a remote finger or foot push button or switch wirelessly connected to 
said emitter focus beam act i vat i on moans .

(Currently Amended) The device of Claim 1 with said backstop screen of Claim 
17 with multiple phete visible light or non-visible infrared or ultraviolet or radio 
frequency, or electro-magnetic sensitive sensors optionally connected to a 
dedicated display or computer display showing the. actual clubhead aim po i nts oi 
said putter or other clubface relative to the said intended target when either as 
said focuood boom emitter is energized by oo i d activat i on moano or upon 
completion of an aim test using one or more of said activations .
